This unusual piece is one 
of the most fascinating we have encountered. Having never seen 





or heard of such an item, we shall impart the information given 
to a former owner by the late colonial expert, Richard Picker: ;

This piece is an obvious silver metal and at first glance, the uneven 
circumference and crude lettering remind us of the Massachusetts silver 
pieces of 1852. Why the 1777 date, we know not. In any event, this 
interesting coin is sure to evoke excitement in even the most jaded 
collector. Its eventual selling price will be the subject of considerable 
debate until the time it crosses the auction block.

Reddish 
brown, possibly cleaned, and showing none of the original silvering. 
Very attractive in appearance. 





2. 1722 Hibernia Halfpenny. About Uncirculated (55) or Better. First 
Type, Harp at Left. A simply superb piece, with exceptional, glossy 
surfaces and the super desirable chocolate brown color. Struck from 
a late state of the obverse die, with some light rust pitting in the fields. 
Both sides are Prooflike and reflective!

6. 1739-CC French Colonies Sou Marque. Very Fine, with much of 
the original silvering still in existence. Breen 636, one of the very 
rarest varieties of the series. Lightly scratched on the reverse, but 
because of the flowery nature of the monogram, this is much less 
noticeable than it would otherwise be. Although this type is 
collected as part of the American Colonial series, it is the 
advanced specialist who will appreciate the rarity of this coin. 





7. 1767 French Colonics Copper Sou. Very Fine. Without the “RF” 


counterstamp and rarer as such. An evenly balanced example of this 


popular French colonial. 10. 1776 Continental Dollar. Choice Uncirculated (63). CURENCY 
Spelling in Pewter. Lots of the original mint luster remains on 
both sides of this coin, with the obverse slightly brighter.than the 
reverse. The obverse fields are flashy and Prooflike. This impres- 
sive coin is free of tin-pesting, and the only defect worthy of 
mention is a small scratch on the obverse at the top of the 
innermost concentric circle. An important coin for the Colonial 
specialist and one which would be very expensive to improve 
upon.

The three coins were dispersed to a number of 
dealers and have been absorbed by collectors. (One was sold as 
Lot 1221 in Heritage’s October, 1989 Long Beach Sale where it 
realized $14,300). 

Much speculation has been made about why these pieces were actually 
struck. We can assume that they were created for Chief Engraver John 
Sinnock, who was an avid coin collector. At least one numismatist 
believes that they were created in conjunction with experiments con- 
ducted on the the Chromium plating of dies undertaken at the Philadel- 
phiaMint in 1927. The real reason for thecreation of these coins remains 
a mystery that, we hope, will be solved by a researcher in the near future.

This is extremely unusual for early Silver Dollars, and the first 
thing that comes to mind is “presentation piece!” As much as we 
would like to label this coin as such, there are not enough other 
convincing factors to allow such a designation. However, all will 
agree that this is a special coin. It deserves a strong bid because 
many collectors will consider this coin more desirable than an 
Uncirculated example that might have some defects (such as 
adjustment marks, slight rim bruises, etc.). This piece shows very 
little actual wear, and some of what appears to be wear may be 
attributable to a slight softness of strike. The obverse shows no 
adjustment marks, while two or three light lines are visible in the 
center of the reverse. The obverse is struck slightly off-center 
towards K-9; the reverse is perfectly centered. This piece appears 
to have been struck froma lightly rusted state of the dies, as raised 
pimples of metal are visible in the obverse fields.

The initials N.G.N. were not known to be those of Norris, Grieg 8 
Norris until Augustus Humbert’s coins were sold in 1902, despite the 
fact that contemporary newspaper accounts had listed their name!

Despite the excessive wear, this piece will 
appeal to a greater segment of the collecting fraternity than would a 
Mint State example!

MS-60. A fourth Kagin 18. Frosty, with good luster appearing over 
the satiny surfaces. This piece is actually a Choice coin, but was 
downgraded (presumably) duc to some flattening of the rim at K-4 on 
the reverse. In our opinion, this was due to damage sustained after this 
coin was struck and was not a defect inherent in the planchet. 


Nevertheless, this isan above average example and wortha strong bid.

A great coin for the collector who wants a nice example, 
but doesn’t want to part with the “big bucks” required for the better 
examples.
